We will begin with the obligations of 


ti>e epectre or the ghost theory. If any- 
one says that he has seen a. ghost, he 
means that tie has eeen aa image with a 
certain amount of solidity of shape and 
color both la features and dress, either 
moving about and apea&lng, or slmpjy 
gesticulating in various -ways, and then 
disappearing. 
This means that a spirit, which IB a re- 
plica of a former object, can assume a 
Solidity or can condense itself eo as to be 
capable of exciting; vision, and can then 
re-vaporize and disappear 


If a spirit can do this, it must tie capable 


of again becoming material, and If it IB 
able to move ana speak it must be living 
material, however attenuated its form 
may be 


Inasmuch as It appears at one time <n 


one guise and at smother in a different 
one—but all as visitations relating to the 
•ame recognized individuals—it 
follows 
teat there must be a spiritual farm cor 
responding to every phase of actual life, 
and that the selection of a particular 
presentation must bo a result of deliberate 
choice. 


Now the change from one form Into an- 
other moans that the spiritual condition 
must to some amount expend itself In 
assuming the material shape, the two can 
not exist together in the same Intensity 
«s when thej were separate and dlsasbO- 
dated, so that the necessary assumption 
is that when the ghosts of an individual

Kround for the belief that a temporal> 
resurrection had occurred, but such an al 
ternntlon nover has been proved. 
The postulate then comes to this, that 


for a srKictre to bo possible there must 
bo a dynamic change of the Immaterial 
Into the material by which the former 
loses Its separata Individuality—the Uvo 
cannot exist together in tbe same way, 
if the spectre is to appear the spirit dls 
appears, because observation of life shows 
us that if there Is an "Anlma." It Is 
never shown except through living matter

Indubitable right to oxamlas the condi- 
tions of any one of these sources o£ mani- 
festation than there is of the other. 


Thus fortified, I propose to take the 


spiritual idea an It la commonly held, even 
11 the difficulties appear to be insurmount- 
able, and to see what are its obligations, 
•what It ought to bo if Uie present ideas 
of It aro In any way correct 
We will begin with the obligations of 


ti>e epectre or the ghost theory. If any- 
one says that he has seen a. ghost, he 
means that tie has eeen aa image with a 
certain amount of solidity of shape and 
color both la features and dress, either 
moving about and apea&lng, or slmpjy 
gesticulating in various -ways, and then 
disappearing. 
This means that a spirit, which IB a re- 
plica of a former object, can assume a 
Solidity or can condense itself eo as to be 
capable of exciting; vision, and can then 
re-vaporize and disappear 


If a spirit can do this, it must tie capable 


of again becoming material, and If it IB 
able to move ana speak it must be living 
material, however attenuated its form 
may be 


Inasmuch as It appears at one time <n 


one guise and at smother in a different 
one—but all as visitations relating to the 
•ame recognized individuals—it 
follows 
teat there must be a spiritual farm cor 
responding to every phase of actual life, 
and that the selection of a particular 
presentation must bo a result of deliberate 
choice. 


Now the change from one form Into an- 
other moans that the spiritual condition 
must to some amount expend itself In 
assuming the material shape, the two can 
not exist together in the same Intensity 
«s when thej were separate and dlsasbO- 
dated, so that the necessary assumption 
is that when the ghosts of an individual 
appears the spirit o£ the individual Is re- 
placed by it

known to He, and that on the disappear 
ance of the visitation the remains were 
again in loco quo ante, there might I>L 
Kround for the belief that a temporal> 
resurrection had occurred, but such an al 
ternntlon nover has been proved. 
The postulate then comes to this, that 


for a srKictre to bo possible there must 
bo a dynamic change of the Immaterial 
Into the material by which the former 
loses Its separata Individuality—the Uvo 
cannot exist together in tbe same way, 
if the spectre is to appear the spirit dls 
appears, because observation of life shows 
us that if there Is an "Anlma." It Is 
never shown except through living matter 


'No one has ever noon a spirit In any 


other disassociated shape—what has boon 
eeon la a substance, just as, for com 
parlaon, the Invlslb's steam In a boiler 
becomes the white vapor which we sec 
after It has done its work 


I am not saying there is no such thing 
as Spirit, but I do say that If there is it 
must have- Laws and that It must ecu

that they can obtain answers from a 
spiritual world

That the Spiritualist's Ideas are In all 


respects material, that his conceptions of 
what is the nature (even in the so called 
bpimualized state) of the spiritual world 
are essentially material, and therefore sub- 
ject to the laws governing matter, is easy

If It means that a Force or Spirit can
